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AFL-CIO Drops Plan To Train Africans 

An AFL-CIO program to train African labor lead- 
ers, the U. S. movement’s first project in Africa, was 
suddenly “abandoned in the wake of a bitter behind- 
the-scenes battle over colonialism,’ JET learned in 
Washington, D. C. The plan, which was fostered by 
Vice President A. Philip Randolph, established a 


$50,000-a-year fund to bring promising young Afri- 
cans to the U. S. for study of trade union methods. 
The first of the Africans, Arthur Ochwada of Kenya, 
arrived last week. 

However, at the recent Atlantic City conference, 
top union officials blocked support of the original 
project on the grounds that the U. S. union had no 
right to sponsor such a project. They argued that it 
should be under direction of the International Con- 
federation of Free Trade Unions, a world body. Mean- 
while, opponents charged that AFL-CIO scuttling of 
the program was a “sell out” to colonial powers. 
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Vote On Tuskegee Abolition; Fire Razes Store 
A $75,000 fire, which destroyed Tuskegee’s largest Negro 
grocery store, formed a suspicious backdrop for voting this 
week which may decide the city’s fate. Voters were sched- 
uled to consider an amendment which would carve up Ma- 
con County into five sections, and parcel them out to 
surrounding counties which have white majorities. Mean- 
while, Emanuel Miller, owner of the grocery, said his 
business was a total loss estimated at between $75,000 and 
$80,000. He had only $10,000 in insurance. 
Veteran Red, Doxey Wilkerson, Quits Party 
Doxey Wilkerson, former Howard University professor, 
and long-time Communist Party member, resigned from 
his post on the party’s national committee, but said “I 
still cherish and will continue to work for the social goals 
which have long guided my adult life.” Wilkerson, once 
accused by the late Sen. Joseph McCarthy of writing 
books which toed the Red line, said his break with the 
party came “in the light of recent developments” which 
led him to believe “the Communist Party no longer af- 
fords a framework within which I can make a construc- 
tive contribution to these ends.”

Dr. Drake was returning home 
from a ceremony at New Orleans’ Dillard University, 
where his daughter was honored for scholastic achieve- 
ment. The physician, who left the train at Biloxi, Miss., 
for medical treatment, said he informed the conductor 
that white passengers were molesting him by ordering 
him to go to the Jim Crow car but he took no action. 
Free White Deputy In A&T Student’s Slaying 

A white, Williamston, N. C., deputy sheriff, charged 
with murder in the death of an A&T College student 
during an alleged “love tryst” with a white girl, was 
acquitted by an all-white jury, which deliberated only 
15 minutes. Deputy Dallas Holliday was accused in the 
slaying of Joseph J. Cross, 21, whom police said led a 
white waitress, Polly Roberson, to a secluded spot in his 
car. Cross, who had just returned to town from Norfolk, 
Va., was believed the “wrong victim” in the slaying.

With civil rights a smouldering issue in Washington, 
U. S. lawmakers look toward the January session of Con. 
gress for a continuation of the North-South brawl. The 
solons feel civil rights topics will be more abundant and 
on a broader plane than during any session in 50 years. 

The biggest civil rights controversy undoubtedly will 
hinge on the confirmation of six members of the Civil 
Rights Commission (including Asst. Labor Sec. J. Ernest 
Wilkins), a new assistant attorney-general in charge of 
the Civil Rights Division (Wilson White) and a commis- 
sion staff director (as yet unnamed). With hundreds of 
Negroes marching on registrar’s offices for the first time 
in many Dixie communities, southern lawmakers have 
served notice that they intend to halt the tide.

The $25,000 damage suit of white Mrs. Leopoldine Tynes 
which claimed she was barred from dancing with her 
Negro husband, Richard, at Washington’s Moulin Rouge 
night club last May, was dismissed by Municipal Court 
Judge Leonard P. Walsh. Attorneys for the defendant 
Pandora Gogos, successfully contended that the district’s 
discrimination ordinances were for criminal prosecution 
and not subject to civil action. 
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Fined $25, Shouted Race Epithets At Negro Cop 

A 42-year-old white man, accused of shouting racially 
provocative language at a Negro policeman helping to 
restore order during the August racial disturbances in 
Chicago, was fined $25. Steve Tisza, a sheet metal worker 
whose trial was postponed five times, heard four wit- 
nesses accuse him of haranguing patrolman Theodore 
Davis and attracting a large crowd. 


Texas Turnpike Restaurant Integrated 

The Glass House Restaurant on the Fort Worth-Dallas 
Turnpike has served Negroes along with whites without 
complaints since it opened in September, according to 
Food Supervisor, Betty Crocker. Miss Crocker said the no- 
discrimination policy was set up in the contract and “we 
haven’t had any upsets at all.”

Soon after I recovered from the accident, I went to San 
Francisco to work the Venetian Room of the Fairmont 
Hotel. While there, I played a youth rally benefit fora 
Jewish charity, and began talking to a cantor, who in 
turn introduced me to a rabbi. 

Now I had always pictured a rabbi as a bearded, an- 
cient gent, but this rabbi was just the opposite—clean- 
cut, young and friendly. I questioned him at length 
about the Jewish faith, and his answers were as surpris- 
ing as they were complete and satisfying. Then he took 
me into the temple and I was surprised how easy and 
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informal everything was. It was like belonging to a coun- 
try club. 

Later, he visited me at the Fairmont Hotel and loaned 
me some books to read. Through them, I found that the 
Jewish faith has a basic simplicity and a refreshing free- 
dom. It isn’t regimented. The more I studied it, the 
more I liked it. 

Contrary to popular belief, there is no ritual involved 
inconverting to the Jewish faith. All I did was study the 
Jewish religion and accept it as something that I believe 
in. I attend Jewish services, and observe Yom Kippur, 
Rosh Hashana (I didn’t work on those Jewish holidays 
this year) and other celebrations of the faith. Jewish 
people accept me as one of them. It is as simple as that.
